An  fi#  to  Uo.orpomte  "The  Village  of 

Irvinfffon,"  in  tli**  Townahip  of  Clinton, 
a n4  uf  Ew»-X. 

35.  An  l  he  U  enacted.  Tuat  wheR  Rny 

•uch  onliRdude  ffr  r«wo1:)b<>n  in  reiatiou  Ut 
any  ''iMiA  improvement  ahall  be  passed  by 
tlie  Iwtnrd  of  truateea,  a  copy  at 

ti-afetl  by  tb*  rilhair*'  clerk,  ahall.  without 
delay,  his  handed  by  biin  to  tbe  oouimittee 
of  or  »ny  member  tliereof,  who 

nhall  uppoiut  a  time  and  place  of 

meeting  h»c  ucaritig  thM  parties  i  or  sheafed 
in  sttch  improvement*  ;  and  tbe  wtid  clerk 
•ball  forthwith  give  pnltfic  notice  of  tbe  time 
nod  [d  ice  of  ffnch  meeting,  by  poatiug  -iicb 
notice#*  flve  pu*riic  places  in  the  *aid  vil¬ 
lage,  two  week*  prior  thereto  ;  and  the  na¬ 
ture  fiTiltdbffcl  of  *m*h  improvement  shall 
ba  l*jf»F®y  stated  ia  said  uotifft,  to  as  to 
sufficiently  id  notify  the  sumo. 

36.  Aud  be  it  euacted,  That  tbe  said  com¬ 
mittee  of  aaaeasmeuts  shaH  .attend  at  tbe 
tiiae  uud  place  aforesaid  ;  two  of  them  sball 
be  a  quorum,  for  tbe  transaction  of  busi¬ 
ness,  aud  sufficient  to  make  any  aaseMsmeut; 
but  one  member  shall  have  power  to  ad¬ 
journ  any  meeting  ;  tbe  committee  may  ad¬ 
journ  from  time  to  time  ;  they  shall  give  all 
parties  interested  iu  or  affected  by  the  im¬ 
provement  ample  opportunity  to  be  heard 
upon  the  subject  of  the  assessment ;  they 
shall  view  the  premises,  and  have  power  to 
exumiue  witnesses  nnde^oatb  or  affirmation, 
which  may  be  administered  by  any  one  of 
them  ;  they  sball  in  manner  aforesaid  asses 
the  said  damages,  benefits  or  expenses,  us 
the  case  may  l»e,  separately  along  the  liue 
•aid  street,  and  with  due  regard  to  tbe  rights 
and  interests  of  all  persons  concerned,  as 
well  as  to  the  value  of  the  lands  and  real  es¬ 
tate  taken,  damaged  or  benefit  d  ;  they 
shall  certify  their  said  assessments  to  the 
hoard  of  trustees,  by  a  report  in  writ;ng 
signed  by  two  of  their  number  ;  said  report 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  map  showing  the 
lauds  and  real  estate  taken  for  or  damaged 
by  Haiti  improvement,  and  for  which  they 
have  assessed  damages,  and  also  any  lands 
anti  real  estate  benefited,  in  their  opinion, 
hv  said  improvement,  and  upon  which  they 
have  made  any  assessment,  for  either  the 
Wm  liifi.or  expenses  of  soul  improvement  ; 
such  rep-srt  and  mnp  may  be  considered  by 
the  hoard  of  trustee*  at  auy  meeting,  of 
which  a<  least  two  weeks’  previous  notice 
shall  hare  been  given  by  the  village  clerk, 
posted  in  five  public  places  in  suid  village, 
and  also  served  iu  person  by  the  said  clerk 
upou  the  land  owuer  or  owners  named  in 
said  report,  if  resident  in  saul  village,  or 
if  non-resident  by  mailing  a  copy  of  said 
notice  to  such  owner  or  owners,  directed 
to  them  ut  their  post  office  address,  if  the 
same  can  be  ascertained,  and  by  posting  the 
name  conspicuously  upon  some  pari  or  parts 
of  said  lauds,  the  affidavit’of  said  c  erk  shall 
he  conclusive  os  to  tile  inauner  of  such,  ser¬ 
vice,  and  shall  be  attached  to  said  report  ao 
u  part  thereof  ;  said  notice  shall  briefly  state 
the  object  of  the  meeting  with  reference  to 
sold  assessments,  at  that  or  any  subsequent 
meeting,  the  said  board  of  trustee*  after 
considering  the  said  report  and  map,  shall 
and  may  adopt  and  ratify  the  same  with  or 
without  alteration,  aa  to  them  may  seem 
proper  ;  it  ahull  be  lawful  for  the  said  hoard 
to  refer  the  matter  to  any  committee  or  com¬ 
mittees  of  their  own  body  for  further  exam 
iimtiou  before  taking  final  action  upnu  it  ; 
and  wheu  the  report  shall  be  so  adopted 
aud  ratified,  with  or  without  alteration,  the 
same  shull  be  final  aud  conclusive  upon  ull 
parties,  except  os  to  such  assessment  from 
which  ttpjM-nla  may  be  taken,  as  here  inafter 
provided,  und  such  compeusutiou  shall  be 
paid  to  the  coimuisisiouers  of  assessments 
lor  any  services  ao  reudered  by  them,  us 
sMll  111  each  case  be  determined  by  a  reso¬ 
lution  of  the  hoard  of  trustee*. 

37.  Aud  be  it  enacted.  That  any  person 
*  or  persons,  feeling  hirasdf  or  herself  or 

them>elves  to  be  aggrieved  by  any  such- as 
sessiueut  of  damages  for  any  lands  and  real 
estate  taken  for  or  damaged  by  any  such 
improvement,  may  appeal  to  the  circuit 
co.irt  of  said  county,  at  any  time  within  six¬ 
ty  days  after  the  fiuul  udoptiou  of  suid  re¬ 
port  by  the  Ik>  trd  of  Trnstees.und  said  court 
shall  thereupon  order  a  trial  by  jury  to  as¬ 
sess  such  damages  anew,  and  sold  trial  shall 
be  oouducted  as  in  other  cases  of  trial  by 
jury  ;  provided,  that  tile  completion  of  suid 
improvement  shall  not  be  delayed  there¬ 
by,  aud  that  the  board  of  trustees  may 
proceed  therewith  as  though  suid  appeal 
hud  not  been  taken. 

38.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  before  any 
such  improvement  shall  be  carried  into 
effect,  it  Rhiill  be  the  duty  of  the  village 
treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  to  puy  or  tender  unto  the 
owuer  or  owner*  of  land  and  real  estate 
taken  therefor  or  dainagod  as  thereby, 
aforesaid  the  amount  or  amouDt*  of  dam¬ 
ages  so  assessed  to  him,  her  or  them  respec¬ 
tively;  provided,  that  if  such  owner  does 
not  reside  in  said  village  or  is  in  any  way 
incapacitated  to  receive  snch  damage*,  or 
if  such  owner  or  owners  will  not  accept  such 
damages  and  sign  a  proper  receipt  therefor 
wbun  tendered,  then  the  said  treasurer  shall 
make  an  affidavit  of  the  fact,  hu<1  file  the 
same  with  tbe  village  clerk;  and  tbe  board 
of  trustees  shall,  after  inquiry,  direct  the 
amount  or  amounts  of  said  dumugr-s  to  be 
Iifeoed  in  a  place  of  safe  deposit  for  the  nse 
of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same 
may  lie  due,  and  the  same  shall  be  -paid  to 
hiai,  her  or  them  when  duly  authorized  to 
receive  the  same  without  interest  ;  and  pro¬ 
vided  also,  no  tender  shall  be  necessary  in 
auy  cose  where  the  benefits  which  may  be 
assessed  agaiust^he  owner  or  owners  are 
equal  to  or  exceed  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed  in  his,  her  or  their  favor,  and  a 
tender  of  the  difference  between  the  assess¬ 
ments  and  the  amonnt  of  benefits  asessed, 
shall  have  the  same  binding  force  and  effect 
as  a  tender  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  as¬ 
sessments  for  damnges. 

39.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  after  said  re¬ 
port  of  the  committee  of  nssessment  shall 
have  been  adopted  and  ratified  by  the  board 
oi  trustees  with  or  without  alteration  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  been  duly  recorded 
at  fall  length  iu  tbe  records  of  their  pro¬ 
ceedings.  it  shall  together  with  the  last  men¬ 
tioned  map  be  debvered  to  the  village  treas¬ 
urer  for  preservation  in  his  office;  said  treas¬ 
urer  shall  immediately  thereafter  prepare  an 
abstract  of  said  report  including  therein  m 
brief  description  of  the  improvement,  the 
names  of  the  several  owner*  of  the  land -and 
real  estate  assessed;  the  several  n mounts  so 
assessed  against  them,  and  a  brief  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  several  parcel*  of  said  lands  and 
r*al  estate,  specifying  the  locality  thereof 
with  reference  to  streets;  the  said  treasurer 
shall  enter  such  abstract  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  in  id*  office  for  that  purpose,  which 
book  shall  be  culled  the  book  of  asaesRinents 
of  improvements,  and  he  shall  then  give  no¬ 
tice  for  four  weeks  in  two  newspapers 
priuted  in  the  county  and  having  the  largest 
circulation  iu  the  village,  that  said  report
